With one quick Job done, the 
m achinery 
of

itary aervice. 
As the counting and sorting of 
yesterday’s registration cards be­ 
gan, 
prelim inary 
reports 
from 
across the country* said frequent­ 
ly: 
"R egistration 
exceeded 
ad­ 
vance estim ates.” 
Good-humored and even gay for 
the most part, the young men of 
America from 21 through 35 lit­ 
erally rushed to the 125,000 regis­ 
tration places. 
Patiently Await Turns 
Joshing 
each 
other 
and 
the 
arm y in which they may serve, 
they fell into long lines, patient­ 
ly waiting their turn for the na­ 
tion's new 
adventure in 
peace­ 
tim e conscription.

communities, 
they 
quickly exhausted the supply of 
cards. 
Printers 
w ent 
to 
work 
hastily. A irplanes were chartered 
to make quick deliveries. 
Regis­ 
tra rs 
called

Some registrants them selves w ere 
deputized to register others. 
De­ 
lays ran into hours in some cities. 
Complaints were scattered: how­ 
ever, and disturbances were few, 
although one man was killed in 
a gun fight a t a Nebraska re g ia -1 
tration place, another fell dead in J 
Raleigh, N. C., one was arrested 
and several conscientious objec- , 
tors caused flurries of excitement. 
8 Students Subpenaed 
Compliance with the law ap­ 
peared to be general, but subpenas 
were served on eight theological 
students who refused to register 
in New York city and one man 
was jailed in EU Paso, Tex., for 
refusing. 
Some objecting regis­ 
tran ts wore black arm bands. 
As soon as registration ended 
a t 9 p. rn. last night, cards began 
to 
move from 
the 
registration 
places to county clerks, for rf* 
distribution to 5.500 local draft 
boards which began functioning 
officially 
today. 
Most 
boards 
should have the cards of the men 
in their areas before nightfall. 
The boards 
first will 
shuffle 
the cards and give them serial 
numbers which will be drawn in 
a national lottery in W ashington 
to determ ine th e order in which 
men will be subject to call for 
service. 
W ithin a few days, the 
boards will begin publishing the 
serial num bers and. when 
they 
have finished, the lottery will be 
held, probably sometime In No- 
vemberv 
Need Fpr Accuracy Stressed 
“The 
need 
for

care in these first steps cannot

Regular arm y three-year enlist­

draft quota. 
The num ber of selective service 
trainees who may be inducted into 
the army is limited to 900,000 a 
year under the draft act, which 
expires May 15. 1945.

even be classified or called for 
two or more years.

iltlT H the books closed on the nation's m ost serious lottery ever 
v» 
staged In peacetime, more than 16.000,000 men today aw aited the 
next chapters in the sw eepstakes on which they drew tickets yesterday 
at odds of b etter than 20 to I that they won’t be among the 800,000 
called by the U. S. army in the first year of the draft. 
Nearly every man in the country between the ages of 21 and 35 
now waits to see if his num ber — • 
which he doesn’t know yet, himself 
—will come up early. An added fea­ 
ture of the lottery, of course, Is 
th ai even if hla number does come 
up soon he m ay be set aside tor 
one reason or another In favor of 
another candidate. 
The local draft boards, arranged 
at about one for every 30.000 popu­ 
lation. will handle the next step in 
the great gamble. 
Boards To Shuffle Cards 
These boards, each of which will 
have not more than 5.000 registra­ 
tion cards, will shuffle them thor­ 
oughly and num ber them serially. 
Those serial numbers will be for­ 
warded to W’ashington. 
A ropy of the numbers will be 
posted outside the board's office. 
Anybody can see them. 
In W ashington, a list of serial 
numbers will be made up long 
enough 
to 
rover 
the 
maximum 
length of any local board's list. 
Each num ber will be enclosed in a 
non-transparent, blue lined capsule. 
After election, all the capsules 
will be placed in a big bowl, prob­ 
ably the sam e one used in the 1917 
draft, and stirred with a ladle, 
again the sam e one employed 23 
years ago. 
Some high official will be blind­ 
folded to draw the first number.

E ast Liverpool contributed 3,058 
men to the estim ated 11.000 who 
registered in Columbiana county 
W ednesday for Uncle Sam’s selec­ 
tive m ilitary service. 
By noon today, figures showed 
a total registration of 10,501 In 
106 o f the county’s .112 precincts. 
T he six missing districts, four in 
Salem and one each in Elkton and 
W ashingtonville, are not expected 
to add more than 600 to the total. 
D raft district No. I, including 
E ast Liverpool and Liverpool and 
Middleton townships, led the other 
two with 4.035 registrants. District 
No. 3 with headquarters in Lisbon, 
reported a total of 3.227, minus the 
Elkton precinct. 
2,969 Register In Salem 
In district No. 2. centered in Sa­ 
lem, a registration of 2,969 was 
listed, not Including the missing 
four precincts in Salem and one 
in W ashingtonville. 
Clerk Frank R. O'Hanlon of the 
county election board said the en­ 
rollm ent went through Its 14 hours 
w ithout a hitch anywhere In the 
county. 
No disturbances were reported, 
and 
the registration 
lacked the 
organized 
resistance 
that flared 
here in 1917 during the World war 
draft 
enrollm ent, 
Mr. 
O’Hanlon 
pointed out. 
The registration forms were bo­ 
ing sorted today by the election 
board office for delivery- to their 
respective draft boards, some of 
whose members attend a "school” 
W ednesday in Columbus. 
Of the 4.035 registrants in the 
E ast Liverpool d raft district. 284 
were recorded In St. Clair town­ 
ship—1*7 a t C alcutta and 117 in 
the Glenmoor precinct—and Mid­ 
dleton township bad 239 in its 
three registration places, Negley, 
Rogers and Clarkson. 
Second Ward Leads Here 
In E ast Liverpool the second 
ward led with a total of 831. The 
first ward was second with 7f>8, 
while the third had 742 and the 
fourth 719. 
R egistrations here ranged from 
53 In precinct G of the second 
Ward to a high of 250 in precinct 
B of the third ward.

Says New Deal Offers Youth 


Only ‘Career On Relief’ ; 


Favors Merit System

ABOARD W ILLKIE TRAIN EN­ 
ROUTE TO ST. LOUIS. Oct. 17— 
W endell L. W inkle charged today 
th at the new deal had made a 
“frank and sham eless prom ise" of 
more unemployment and added that 
“our promise is more Jobs.” 
"America m ust choose between 
these two prom ises,” the Repub­ 
lican presidential nominee said in 
a speech prepared for a rally a t 
Evansvile, Ind. 
"The young people of America 
m ust choose between a party that 
(Promises them a career on the re­ 
lief rolls and a*party that prom ises 
them jobs.” 
Cites ’Slavery Of Idleness' 
His statem ents were made as he 
started a heavy day of campaigning 
in Indiana, Illinois and Missouri fol­ 
lowing a speech at Cincinnati last 
night on his relief views. Arguing 
th at the new deal had helped create 
a "slavery of idleness,” he advo­ 
cated five changes in the WPA pro­ 
gram : 
1.—G reater emphasis on public 
works projects under private con­ 
tractors. 
2.—Placing W PA personnel on 
the merit system , and allocating 
relief funds to the states in ac­ 
cordance with the amount of un­ 
employment. 
8.—Treating men and women on 
work relief "not as a class apart, 
hut as employes of the govern­ 
m ent.” 
Proposes Apprentice Program 
4.—Inviting 
labor 
a n d 
other 
groups, Including the AFL and CIO, 
to help set up a national training 
or apprentice program. 
5.—Coordinating relief efforts of 
federal, state and local agencies by 
congressional action, along with 
establishing a research departm ent 
to study relief in operation. 
Hla voice slightly boars# and oc­ 
casionally breaking, W inkle spoke 
at eros ley field, home of the World 
Champion Cincinnati Reds, to an 
applauding crowd estimated by Po. 
lice Chief E. G. Weatherly at 14,000. 
A cold w hite moon shone down, 
but W inkle shunned a topcoat. 
When 
he 
finished 
talking, 
be 
Jumped on top of the reading stand 
to wave goodbye. 
Both his Cincinnati and Evans­ 
ville speeches contained an argu­ 
m ent that the Roosevelt adm inis­ 
tration does not believe unemploy­ 
m ent could be cured. 
‘What Can You Loss' 
"The new deal tells us th at we 
have nothing to look forward to as 
a nation but endless unemploy­ 
ment, growing dependence upon the 
state,” his Evansville text said. 
"Obviously, 
no 
adm inistration 
th at doesn’t believe it Is possible 
to get Jobs will ever be able to get 
them. The new deal says to you: 
Why take a chance? Why take a 
cbanca on 
changing adm inistra­ 
tions at this tim e? 
"W e say to you: what have you 
got to lose?” 
W inkle described a cartoon pic­ 
turing bim with a sign saying, "A 
Job In every hom e." He said It was 
issued by the Democratic national 
committee “because they thought 
it was very silly." 
"lf America 
has 
reached 
the 
point where th a t is a Billy and 
laughable idea.” he added, "then 
there is not much hope left for ms.”

Germans Switch

and other areas.

area. 
The raids started early in the 
morning when 20 planes crossed 
the coast near the T ham es estu­ 
ary and tried to force their way 
toward London. 
IOO Mora Follow Boon 
They 
were 
repulsed 
quickly. 
But a few minutes later a group 
of more than IOO appeared and 
some of these bombed the London 
area. 
Then an even larger formation

Kent 
coast, 
flying 
high above the clouds. 
It split 
into waves, some of which took 
the favored western route inland 
and circled toward the capital. 
Only a short tim e 
later the 
sirens in the London area shrilled 
out for the fourth tim e slue# dawn, 
as Germans tried to beat off the 
H urricane and Spitfire squadrons 
patrolling the coast. Borne of them 
slipped past the British guard and 
approached close enough to put 
the London area in a alate of 
alert. 
Before 
this reversal

tactics the Nazis had been using 
planes singly or in very smell for­ 
mations. 
Fellows Quiet Night 
The

morning’s 
alerts, which followed one of the 
quietest nights London has bad 
since 
early 
Septem ber, 
ended 
quickly 
without 
any 
sound 
of 
aerial activity, but was followed 
soon 
after 
by 
another 
alarm, 
which also ended in a short time. 
Form ations of planes could ba 
beard flying overhead during tbs 
second alarm and in several sec­ 
tions of London the "urgent dan­ 
ger” signal was Bounded by the 
whistles of the air raid wardens. 
A strong force of G erm an planes 
waa reported crossing into Eng­ 
land over the K ent coast during 
the second alarm. 
A cold October rain seriously 
hsm pered the operation* of Nazi 
airmen during the night, serving 
to give the rubble-strewn metrop­ 
olis some hours of relative peace. 
Countryside Suffers Badly 
Only a few raiders succeeded in 
piercing the curtain of rain and 
shrapnel which protected the city, 
and 
the 
others, 
turning 
away, 
poured bombs on the surrounding 
countryside, which suffered consid­ 
erably. 
Two hospitals were h it in the 
southeast, with a nurse killed and 
several persons Injured.

Meanwhile, the Balkan front re* 
malned ominously quiet today. 
Russia and Germany continued 
to mass troops facing each other 
across the Danube river delta in 
Rumania. 
President Ism et Inonu of Tm* 
key conferred a t A nkara w ith the 
new Soviet am bassador in the pres* 
once of the Turkish arm y chief of 
staff aa reports circulated that 
Turkey, friendly to both Britain 
and Russia, would go to the aid 
of Greece if the latter were at* 
tacked by Germany and Italy. 
Marshal's Presence Important 
The fact that Army Chieftain

It is a fact we should keep in 
mind as the w ar threats flash back 
and forth across this cock-pit, and 
the situation hourly grows more 
tense. We are likely to hear a lot 
more about the Dardanelles before 
we are through. 
Another W ater Hazard 
H err H itler m ust feel 
rather 
sorry for him self to find that, hav­ 
ing been stymied from the British 
Isles by the English channel, he 
now is up against another w ater 
hazard which has broken the hearts 
of many good men and brave in 
days gone by. 
It's one of the 
world’s toughest roads to conquest. 
I have small doubt th at once the 
Germans had forced this strait and 
conquered 
Turkey 
t h e y 
could 
steam-roller most of the rest of 
the N ear E ast rather readily. As I 
rem arked yesterday, however, if 
and when the exponents of the to­ 
tal war make this effort they’re go­ 
ing to precipitate one of the great 
battles of history.

miles long, and from one to four 
miles wide. It then broadens into 
the little Sea of Marmora which in 
turns opens into the^ Black sea 
through the Bosporus at Istanbul 
(Constantinople). 
Very Easy To Defend 
I’ve sailed through this narrow 
reach and rarely have seen a posi­ 
tion so easily capable of defense. 
This whole waterway is In Tur­ 
key’s territory so that she can for­ 
tify both sides and the passage it­ 
self. Under an international con­ 
vention signed in 1936. the liar- 
dandles, the Sea of Marmora and 
the Bosporus were demilitarized 
and opened to all nations but — 
and this is vital — Turkey w a s 
granted lf at war. or threatened by 
war. to close the straits to other 
nationalities. 
Well if the present Isn't a th reat­ 
ening situation I don’t know what 
Is. It’s a safe bet that the Turks 
have made this w ater thoroughfare 
as nearly im pregnable as they can 
to prepare for eventualities. 
King Xerxes Went Through 
If the Axis tw ins find any solace 
In the thought, the Dardanelles has 
been forced before this.

achieved fame in 480 B.C. when 
King Xerxes of Persia invaded Eu­ 
rope with an army by using a 
bridge of boats a mile long.

ran for office on the Populist ticket hack in 
our old home town of Pueblo and how he responded 
to the bombardment he got from the voters of Pep- 
persauce Bottoms, but we forgot to tell you how he 
reacted to the vocal indignities of the political 
campaign, such as booing. 
Our old man was one of a num ber of speakers 
who addossed a street meeting one night and like 
the others he came in for plenty of booing. This 
was nothing uncommon back in our old home town 
in those days. Al! political speakers expected to get 
some booing in spots and accepted It as al m atter of 
course. 
W hen our old m an’* rem arks were Interrupted 
by boo* he would stop until they ceased, but all the 
time running his eyes over the crowd and occasional­ 
ly jotting down notes on a sheet of paper. It came 
out afterw ard that he was putting down the name® 
of booers that he recognized In the crowd, but he 
made no comment o« the booing at the moment. 
U was tom e weeks after the election in which he 
was hadly defeated th at our old man showed up in 
a church where one of our most distinguished min­ 
isters was delivering a sermon and took a seat in a 
pew well forward. He sat there quietly for some 
tim e listening to the m inister’s address, then sud­ 
denly he let out a terrific boo oo-oo. The m inister 
paused, his face in alarm. Members of the congrega­ 
tion sat up startled. 
T 
HE minister resumed his discourse, somewhat 
falteringly, and pretty soon our old man said 
boo-oo-oo again in a loud voice. The m inister halted 
and. addressing him self to our old man whom he 
knew quite well, demanded the meaning of fbi** 
strange Interruption in a house of worship. He 
wanted to know lf our old man thought it was in 
accord with good taste and good manners. 
Our old man got up and said perhaps not. hut 
th at he did not agree with what the m inister said 
and that he felt he had the sam e right of vocal 
disapproval as the m inister him self had exercised 
during the recent political campaign. Our old man 
said when he was addressing the street meeting he 
bad seen the m inister down in the crowd with his 
mouth open yawping boo at him.

Published next week (by Far­ 
rar and Rinehart), it adds brand 
new chapters to the history of the 
world’s largest cooperative news 
gathering association and to the 
history of all newsdom. 
It Is laced with the exploits of 
AP 
men—such 
as 
Klrlloff 
who 
strapped himself to a horse and 
rode five hours with a bullet In 
his right lung to get out the story 
of Liaoyung 
In 
the Russo-Japa­ 
nese war. And of the San Fran 
cisco staff who dispatched exclu­ 
sive news of the great earthquake 
while 
buildings 
tumbled 
about 
their ears. 
But some of its chief interest 
lies In accounts of the forgotten 
years between 1848, when The As­ 
sociated Press name first appear­ 
ed, and 1893 
when the modern 
operative merged.

h r o u g h it an the news itself 
has been the important thing.

and the men who gathered It are 
the kind that newspapermen al­ 
ways will find engrossing.

to AP news wanted to have some­ 
thing to say about the organiza­ 
tion.

AP kept the 
westerners in 
line by sending Alexander Wilson 
to London as the first American 
correspondent abroad and so im­ 
proving its news report that the 
dissidents came back Into the fold.

led 
by 
Victor Lawson, father of the mod­ 
ern AP. disclosed that as a jesuit 
of a conspiracy AP news -was be­ 
ing filched systematically by the 
United Press (no connection with 
the modern UP). That spelled the 
doom of the old AP. Its offspring, 
the Western Associated Press, re­ 
organized along broad cooperative 
lines as The Associated Press of 
Illinois (later of New York), and 
Melville Stone became its general 
manager.

Stone the AP got European news 
contracts, 
saw

United 
Press topple from Its command­ 
ing position and go out of the 
picture, broke down European cen­ 
sorships, spent $2,685,125 covering 
the World war. Under Kent Coop­ 
er it humanized its report with 
interesting as well as important 
news, provided "pony’’ circuits for 
small papers, devoloped regional 
news, started feature and photo' 
services and introduced the revo­ 
lutionary wirephoto system.

LINDBERGH STAND HIT 


IN JACKSON ADDRESS 


Attorney General Sees U.S. 


Defense Spirit Attacked

BOSTON, Oct. 17 — Attacking 
Col. Charles A. Lindbergh's most 
recent radio address, Attorney Gen­ 
eral Jackson held today that "no 
speech, in its timing and substance, 
could 
have 
served 
the 
purpose 
more perfectly of those who would 
weaken the morale of democracy 
and undermine the spirit of our de­ 
fense effort.” 
“It was significant,” Jackson told 
the Law Society of Massachusetts 
last night, "that his only reference 
to democracy was a sneering ref­ 
erence to the effect that the pub­ 
lic was being harangued about it. 
"It 
was 
significant 
that 
his 
speech, so perfectly calculated to 
undermihe confidence in American 
leadership, was delivered just on 
the eve of Americas muster of its 
man-power for selective service.” 
Jackson said, "There has arisen 
in this country what appears to 
be a school of thought which de­ 
nies that our government is or 
ought to be democratic.” 
“The mischievous effect of this 
gathering of forces against free­ 
dom and democracy is apparent 
from the speech night before last 
of Mr. Lindbergh,” the attorney 
general said. 
Lindbergh on Monday night crlt- 
ized the nation’s leadership as hav­ 
ing ‘ alienated the most powerful 
military nations of both Europe 
and Asia, at a time when we our­ 
selves are unprepared for action, 
and while the people of our nation 
are 
overwhelmingly 
opposed 
to

The Sunlit Road

N his collection of photographs. 
Herman Feustal of Sophia st., 
recently found one taken in Hol­ 
land about 40 years ago of a loca­ 
tion that has been the target of 
British R.A.F. bombers in recent 
weeks. 
Tho picture is a reproduction 
of a large windmill in the port 
city of Rotterdam. The windmill 
and nearby buildings went' dam­ 
aged by bombers striking at Nazi 
concentration 
points 
along 
the 
coast. 
Mr. Feustal’e attention to his 
picture was attracted by a view 
of war devastation in a recent is­ 
sue of a pictorial magazine. 
He 
thought that he had a view of the 
windmill and readily located it In 
his collection. The picture owned 
by Mr. Feustal is from a slightly 
different angle than that repro­ 
ducted in the magazine hut it is 
no doubt the same windmill. 
It was in 1900 that Mr. Feustal. 
then but a lad, had the opportuni­ 
ty to visit Germany with hi# step­ 
father. Antone Wall. The East 
Liverpool party also included John 
Rigot, Paul Higot, John Hoffman 
and David Barnhart. Of this par­ 
ty, Mr. Fuestal is the lone survi­ 
vor. 
On that trip, the local men also 
obtained views of a canal in the 
city of Rotterdam. In Germany, 
he took a picture of the Branden­ 
burg gate, one of the outstanding 
street arches in (he city of Ber­ 
lin, which also Is said to have 
been struck by a British bomber 
In retaliation for air attacks on 
london and other English cities. 
He also has a picture of the Grand 
Opera house in Paris which has 
figured in the present war. 
The East Liverpool party was 
in the German city of Stuttgart, 
of which his father, Herman Feu­ 
stal Sr., was a native, on July 4, 
1900. There, In Hotel Texter, they 
joined a large group of Americans 
in celebrating the 124th anniver­ 
sary of the Declaration of Inde­ 
pendence, he remembers. Attend­ 
ing the banquet for this celebra­ 
tion were 325 persons.
